Ue.ver had lived In and around Pa- 
ducah for the last ten or twelve 
months. His parents live In Oregon. 
He was never married and so far as 
la known, has no relatives In this 
section of the country. Last winter 
he worked on the government dredge 
In the Ohio river. He was usually 
late to his meals and It was only af- 
ter an extraordinary absence that 
some one was sent for him, and 
found him dead. 

It seems the Irony of fate that Bey- 
ers should be found dead by his own 
brother. Jim Byers was eating 
breakfast with the re.st of tho crew 
and was jokingly told to “root" his 
brother out. He found him dead. 

J. R. Thomi>son slept all night 
across from the dead man and got up 
early this morning without noticing 
Byers. The l/ookoiit Is In command 
of Captain J E. Hall. The coroner 
had not been secured at 1 o'clock and 
the dead man's brother desired to re- 
move him from the hot boat where 
mortlflcatlon of the body would soon 
set In. 

The only explanation of his death 
aside from heart failure is an incident

Ware was found in the Sanderson 
wagon yard sitting In his buggy 
deathly 111. He said he had a conges- 
tive chill. He was removed to Rouse 
& Whlttemore’s grocery at Fourth 
and Jefferson streets and placed on 
some hay Do<'tors were summoned. 
He was gasping for breath and vom- 
iting. Wood alcohol was detected 
and matches struck to the liquid ig- 
nited It, showing that he had drank 
wood alcohol beyond a doubt. 

The body was removed to the Mat- 
til-ElInger undertaking establish- 
ment and prepared for burial. 

.Mr. C. n. Whltteniore of the flrm 
of Rouse & Whlttemore grocers, at 
Fourth and Jefferson streets, who 
was the first to discover Mr. Ware, 
said: 

“I walked into the Sanderson sta- 
ble at 2:15 o’clock. I noticed Mr. 
Ware, whom 1 have known for a 
long time sitting in his buggy vom- 
iting. Ho appeared to be In horrible 
agony. 

"What’s the matter EJ?” I asked. 

"1 have a congestive chill,” he 
replied. 

”I then assisted him Into our 
store and laid him on some haled 
hay. I quickly summoned Drs. John- 
son Ba.ss, I.. Thomas and H. F. 
Sights. 

'• About this time Mr. Sanderson 
asked Mr. Ware what he had drank 
and the reply was ‘nothing but a 
glass of beer.' 

.Although the physicians arrived 
In a moment .Mr. Ware was uncon- 
srious and died In about ".I min- 
utes. All the doctors stated that he 
had taken wood ab'ohol.” 

Mr. Sanderson, owner of the sta- 
ble, said; 

".Mr. Ware arrived from bis coun- 
ery home about 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing and seemed In good spirits. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock he passed 
the stable office and I never saw him 
any more until Mr. Whlttemore call- 
ed to me.” 

The only things in Mr. Ware's 
buggy were several bundles contain- 
ing household article* be had pur- 
chased for his family. 

His wife was notified and a neigh- 
bor brought her to the city In 3."> 
minutes after the man was found. 

Edward Ware was born In Chris- 
tian county but came here when a 
lad. He was 11 years old and spent 
his younger days on the farm. He 
engaged In several different busi- 
nesses here and resided in the .Maxon 
■Mills m-ction of late. 

Twenty years ago he married Miss 
Jessie Maxon, daughter of the late 
Morris Maxon. His wife and daugh- 
ter, Cassandra Ware, survive him. 
His brothers and sisters. Erve Ware, 
Maxons; J. E. Ware, la>s Angeles, 
Cal., and James Ware, Paducah; 
Mrs. Tom Jones, .Memphis; .Mrs. W. 
T. Albert, Maxon Mills; Mrs. Uge

The funeral was held Tuesday af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock at the Grace 
Episcopal' church, burial In Oak 
Grove cemetery.

Ihe nurse, 
told DIstsict .Xttorney .\libott that 
his patient left the hospllal ou Wed- 
nesday and look the It a. m. train 
for Philadelphia. Her tevllmony In 
Ihla respect Is partly confirmeil by 
Mrs. res. a hoarding house keep- 
er, lo whom Dr. Tnrver sent some 
of hIs putleiils Rhe said a woman 
came to her place Tnckday night, and 
left for Philadelphia Wednesdav. 
She did not know- her name, howev- 
•■r. While Investigating the Knight 
case. Ihe police learned that Kdith 
Pinner, of Hoboken, N. J., died at 
the Prospert-Hveiino hospital Sep. 
•ember 8. Miss Pinner's body was 
shipped to ln'r home at Hoboken, .V. 
I., by I'ndertaker M. .1. Pronly. 

In the last .'ear, Pronty slated, he 
I'iis burled six women and two chil- 
dren for Tnrver. It was first suspect- 
ed that Ihe Pinner woman 'and Ihe 
woman who disappeared from the 
.Niagara street place were Ihe same. 
Thla theory was dismissed yesterday 
when a trunk found In the Niagara 
street hospital was opened by the 
pol|i>e.

He spent his early youth a'. .New 
Albany, Ind., where hla fathe.-. the 
Rev. Edsou Hurt was a ni'nl for 
years. He moved to Padurah in 
and had been a resident of this city 
since. 

When he came to Paducah he en- 
gaged in the h.irdware business. He 
associated with his brother. Captain 
Ed Hart, now of Memphis. He con- 
dueicd a steamhoat line independ- 
ently between I.oiiisvIIIe and Cincin- 
nati and Cincinnati and New Orleans. 
One of the finest boats he ever own- 
ed was the St. Patrick, a side- 
whceler, before coming to Paducah 
and he was master of several boats ' 
he owned and intimately arquainted 
with the rivers. 

In 1867 he engaged In the hard - 1 
ware business here and made a suc- 
cess from the start. His store has al- 
ways been one of the most promi- 
nent in West Kentucky. 

Capt. Hart was twice married. 
His first wife was Miss Addle Stout, 
of Indiana. He married her In New 
Albany in 1855. She died several 
years later and In 1876 be married 
again. His second wife was Miss 
Martah Harris. He leaves by hIs 
first wife four children, Oeorge B. 
Hart, Mrs. Charles T. Hinkle and 
Mrs. J. D. Moequot, of tho city, and 
Mrs. Heur.v Wclssenger, of I.a)uls- 
vllle.
